Excitement Over an Attempt to Re- 
move a Judge— Affairs in 
Africa. 

London, Fob. 2.— Tho cabinet havo hold 
three meotlnga this week with tho result of 
finishing tho Queon'a epoeoh. Tho doou- 
monb waa tokon to Oaborno to-day by tho 
Marquis of Kipon, soorotary of Btato for tho 
colonics, and Lord Carrinqton, the lord 
chamberlain of tho Quoon's household, for 
tho purpoao of obtaining tho approval of 
Hor Majesty thoreto. It ia now known that 
tho ministers havo decided that if the 
miniatry must fall it will fall fighting ; con- 
sequently tho speech will oontain roferencoB 
to all tho roforms of which tho ministerial 
party approves, without regard to whether 
or not thoy aro likely to paaa during tho 
oomiug aoueion. Even though 

THE GOVERNMENT SHOULD SURVIVE 

tho debato on tho addross in reply to tho 
Queon'a npoeoh, it ia absolutely certain that 
they will not ho able to pans anything more 
than the Welsh church bilia and tho Irish 
land meaBuro in the course of one aeoaion. 
Under thesa circumatoncea tho supportorB of 
tho local veto meaauro and the questions of 
tho payment of salaries to members of par- 
liament, regietration reform and tho unifica- 
tion of London, must content thomsolvcs 
with the government's approval of thoir pot 
Bchemea ; but with what grace they will do 
80 remains to bo 6een. Tho main question 
now is how the government will fare during 
the dobato on tho address in reply to tho 
apoech from the throne. If tho Rodmondito 
members adhere to tholr reaolvo to oppose 
tho government it ia quito likely that tho 
ministry will bo defeated. Q'ho Liboral 
absentees inoludo Mr. Floronce O'Driscoil, 
member for South Monaghan, who is 
in Australia ; Mr. Alfred Webb, member 
for Weat Watorford, who ia in India, and 
W. Randall Creonser, member for tho Hag- 
geratown division of Shoreditch, who ia in 
America, BcsideB these, thoro aro two 
others who aro confined to their beds by 111- 
nosa and it is not at all likely that any ono 
of them can occupy his seat at tho oponing 
of parliament on Tuesday. Before tho bo- 
ginning of tho dobato on tho address tho 
Conservatives threaten to move to expunge 
the rcaoltuion consuring tho London Timea 
for calling tho Irish memLora mercenaries. 
Thia aotion ia to bo taken upon tho ground 
that it ia now Btatod that Mr. Justin Mc- 
Carthy, the Irish loader, accepted a cheok 
for £2,000 from Lord Tweedmouth, but tho 
motion will not likely bo inaiated upon inaa- 
much &b evon tho Tories condemn the sys- 
tematic and

apon the Irish members porBonally. The 
real fight in tho debate on the addresa will 
be over the government's anti-landlord reso- 
lution, and it is understood that Mr. Bal- 
four intends to demand that the government 
produce tho resolution at once on tho ground 
that tho country in entitlod to know exaotly 
what it is, since tho government havo al- 
ready statod that they have docidod to bring 
It forward. Now that Sir Charlos Dilko 
and Mr. Labouohero say that they will sup- 
port a motion to lay tho resolution upon tho 
table thoro is tho posaibilty of an immedlato 
dissolution. Tho adverse attitude of those 
gentlemen, togothor with that of tho Red- 
monditee, and tho absence of tho fivo mem- 
bers mentioned would dofoatthe government, 
but tho othor amendments to tho address aro 
nob likely to result in successful diviaiona. 
Theao amondmenta Inoludo an amondmont 
by Kior Hardio, Socialist, iu regard to pro- 
viding relief ; an amoudment by Mr. Stov- 
onBon, Liboral, oalliug attontion to tho Ar- 
menian atrocitica and demanding Britiuh 
action thereon ; an umeudmont by the 
Kedmondites demanding the release of tho 
Irinh political prisoners, und ono by tho 
McCarthykes describing tho distress among 
tho people in the West of Ireland. E.irl 
Roaebery and Earl Kimberley havo had pro- 
found conferencea of lato aa to how preasuro 
could bo brought upon Turkey through tho 
Armenian aituation, but tho death of M. de 
Giera, tho Russian foreign minister, has 
cauBed tho post ponement of possiblo action 
in the matter for tho present. An attempt 
has boen made during tho paBt week by 
eminent politicians and financiers lo procure 
the romoval of Justice Sir Roland Vaughan 
Williams from the Quoon'd I'jncb division 
High Court of Justice, to another court, and 
the movemont haa oxcited 

Till! GREATEST INDIGNATION, 
Judge Williams' court doale with the wind- 
ing up of companies and adjudges whother 
thoir direotora havo boon culpable in any 
way, or whether thoro havo boen any 
fraudulent traDsactiops in connection with 
the administration of tho affairs of such 
organ!/. itiona. ItwasJudgu Williams' con- 
suring of Mr. Mundolla in hie oapucity of a 
director of I ho Now Zsaland Loan Company 
that forced that gontloman to resign hia 
position in tho oabinot aa president of the 
board of trado. Judgo Williama is popular 
because ho is severe in his methods, hunts 
out Bwindloa and donouncoB thoso who 
oauao thorn, no matter how eminent 
tho oulprita may bo. In viow of 
the Bovoral imponding cases, presum- 
ably involving poreonB in high placea, 
it is attempted to socuro tho transfer of 
Judgo Williama from tho Court of Quoon's 
Benob. Tho Btorm of indignation which 
tho attempt has aroused has compelled tho 
Lord Chancollor to couple his proposed 
romoval of tho judgo with a promiso to re- 
instate him after a while. This has only 
added fuol to tho firo. Tho affair openB up 
a grave eoandal. It appears, that Baron 
HerBohol, Lord Chancollor, wroto to JuBtice 
WilliarrB u abort timo ago asking him to 
withdraw eomo Bovcro comments which tho 
judge mode upon tho oonduot of Mr. Mun- 
dolla in connection with tho New Zoalaud 
Co. Thia tho judgo rofuBed to do, and Lord 
Horechol repeated his requoBt, whereupon 
Judgo Williams threatened to publish liiron 
Horechol'a loltera if tho mattor woro preased 
any further. It is

that prominent board of trade oflioials aro 
Booking to oust Judgo Williams with a vlow 
of huBhing up caBoa In which influential por- 
sons aro Implicated.

THE LOST ELBE. 



News of the Disaster Has Spread all 
Over Germany Causing In- 
tense Excitement. 

The Kaiser'j Recognition of the As- 
sistance Rendered on the 
British Coast. 



Berlin, Feb. 2.— News of tho Elbe dis- 
aster hos Bproad over all parts of the Em- 
pire Many efforts aro boing^made to col- 
lect funds for tho families of tho loBt sailors. 
Tho most important calls for aubBoriptiona 
havo boen issued by tho officials of the re- 
lief committoe, whoso chairman is Secretary 
von Boettichor, of the Hamburg-Amerioan 
Company, whoso list haB boon opened in 
Hamburg. 

On Friday the North German Lloyd 
eharen fell four points on the bourao, and 
evon Hamburg-Amerioan Buffered. On the 
North German L'oyda' booki the Elbe waa 
valued at 1,250,000 marks. Sho was in- 
sured iu the companioB fund whioh iu 1893 
amounted to 5,658,932 marks. 

London, Feb. 2. — Mr. H. S. Foster, mem- 
ber of parliament for the Lowestoft division 
of SuiToik, acting in behalf of his constitu- 
ents, has sent a telegraphic messago to the 
Emparor of Germany expressing sympathy 
on the loss of tho Elbe. The Emperor in 
reply sent a message thanking Mr. Foster, 
oonaluding as follows : " I am convinced 
that the inhabitants of tho British ports 
havo dono and will do all in their power for 
tho poor survivors, of whom there is un- 
happily so small a number."

but aaid he had no adviceB from hia govern- 
ment about the matter. Suoh a contingency 
was not mentioned in the mall from Hono- 
lulu read by Mr, Thurston sinco the out- 
break ; but ono of tho Honolulu newspapers 
had a significant paragraph Btating that on 
tho day hostilities began tho ex«Queen had 
gone to tho rosidenco of Sam Nowloin, 
at Pearl Harbor, about fiftion milei 
away. As Nowloin wbb tho principal lieu- 
tenant of Wilcox it is proaumed that 
Liliuokalani know tho plans of tho revolu- 
tionists and had gono to Nowlcin's houso to 
he out of harm's way when 'ho fighting 
began. Speaking of tho ex-Quoon, Mr. 
Thuraton said that ho was confident that 
his government would not havo caused her 
arreat unless It had ample evidence of her 
complicity In tho Wilcox-Nowlein plot. 
His belief in thia regard came from tho 
knowledgo that tho cx-Queon had boon 
given bvery freedom and had boon mado to 
understand that sho wao not to bo restricted 
bo long aa aho did not intorforo with tho 
peace and good order of tho republio. Ib 
waB tho intontion of tho government not to 
intorforo with her in any way, nor with any 
nf tho royaliats, in tho hope that auch a 
course would help to produco a better fool- 
ing on tho ielandB.

VANCOEVEB. 

Vancouver, Feb. 2.— The robbery of 
ohioken coopa continues to on alarming ex~ 
tent, many valuable collections having been 
lost the past two months. Yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Weetzel lost eighteen fowls, all 
fancy bred. 

By resolution the Trades and Labor Coun- 
oll has condemned the principle of business- 
men sending out of their own town for 
articles which might be obtained here 
equally well. 

The Empress of Japan will Bail on Mon- 
day after tho arrival of the Pacific express. 
She will have 2,400 tons of cargo consisting 
of flour hod cotton goods. The Utopia left 
Seattle on Friday with 9,000 sacks of flour 
and 25 tons of general merchandise, which 
will form part of her oargo. 

Tho Liberals met at Vancouver to-day. 
All the cities and most of the municipalities 
i wero represented. Senator Molnnie, Vic- 
toria, occupied tho ohair. It was deoided 
that the executivo meet at the Drlard hotel, 
Victoria, on Saturday night, to decide 
definitely on a lino of action at bhe forth- 
coming general elections. 

Two men whose names are not known 
here, travelling around the world without 
money and walking across the continonc 
from Montreal to Vancouver, lefb Ashorofb 
this morning and will arrive here to-morrow. 

Thoo. HanBon, stevedore foreman, ran 
amuck to-day with a loaded revolver. What 
might have been a terrible tragedy was 
barely averted. Hanson, who is a peaceable, 
quiet man when sober, became wild and 
threatening after drinking freely at saloons. 
Ha told everyone he met of a fancied 
grievance against a prominent stevedore, 
and was apparently hunting for his supposed 
enemy with a revolver in his hand. At 
the Sunnysirie corner he fired a shot at 
random, and Councillor MoCartney of North 
Vancouver, who was passing, narrowly es- 
caped. At the Gold houso barber shop he 
fired at his own reflection in the mirror, and 
was seized immediately after and held until 
the police took him in charge. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Feb. 2 — In connec- 
tion with the restoration of the Ccquitlam 
bridge, Reeve Kelly and Councillor Keary 
have gone to tho Capital to interview tho 
government. 

The promised very large development 
operations.in the Cariboo and Horsefly mines 
are taking definite shape, and the McOil- 
llvry Pipe Worka have started the manufac* 
ture of pipes for these mines. 

The Cunningham Hardware Co. have gone 
into liquidation. The business Is being sold 
as established and in running order. 

John Wilson has purchased the maohinery 
and stock of the Currie Iron Works, assessed 
at $19,000. It waB sold for $5,000. The 
book debts were sold at nine oents on the 
dollar. 

NAXA1HO. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 2. — Coroner Davis resum- 
ed his inquiry into the death of B. Bellonl, 
the miner killed on the 25th inst. in No. 1 
shaft while experimenting wiuh a new explo- 
sive. The principal witness was James 
Fitzjimmons, maker of the new powder. 
The explosive basis of lb was, he aaid, potash. 
He had used it himself in a gun and in ooal, 
finding it to do satisfactory work. No 
nitro glycerine oil or aoida of any kind were 
used in the preparation of this powder. 
With regard to the amount of frlotlon or 
concussion required to set it off witness said 
he had had no experience of anything of tho 
sort since he first tested it, and he considered 
it was perfectly safe. The component parts 
of the powder are sulphur, flour and potash. 
Ho had been experimenting with it for some 
six months, vVitness owned that his know- 
ledge of ohemlstry was alight, gained from 
his own reading and experiments. 

W. McGregor, recalled, was asked what 
In his opinion caused the powder to explode 
He said, in reply, that ho had come to the 
conclusion from the evidence adduced that 
tho explosion had been caused by concus 
sion. He thought that some of the loose 
powder had lodged in an Irregular spot and 
been struck by the tamping bar. Tho court 
adjourned to take the evidence of John 
Ducoa, injured at the same time. He, how- 
ever, could throw no light on the matter. 
After considerable deliberation the jury re- 
turned the following verdiot : " Wo find 
that Baptisto Belloni oame to his death by 
tho prematura explosion of a new exploeivo, 
which wo considered was misrepresented to 
tho ofliciala of tho Now Vancouver Coal Co."

MEXICO AND GUATEMALA.. 
— 

Both Pm Ue« Hare Their Troops on the FroiS' 
tier- War Very Probable. 

City ov Mexico, Feb. 2. — Mexioo Is silll 
lending troops to the frontier. From 
general goasip It looks as though President 
Dlsz may be handloapped by his cabinet on 
account of finances, bub Guatemala still 
stands on her original proposition. Mexioo 
hat so far apparently ignored clause 4 of the 
treaty of 1S82, calling for arbitration, conse- 
quently Guatemala and other members of 
che reputed federation of Central American 
repnbllos ignore the treaty o! 1887. Guate- 
mala has between 10,000 and 12,000 troops 
on the frontier. Tho opinion seems to pre- 
vail among foreign legations hore that unless 
Guatemala reoedea there will be a declara- 
tion of war. 

Don Jacinto Castollanos, Salvadorean 
minister to Mexico, continues to deny that a 
Central Amerioan alliance has been formed. 
Rumors were current last night that war 
had been declared, bub thcBo replies are In- 
dignantly denied by the official organs. On 
the contrary, theso organs say, a telegram 
has been reaelved from Guatemala praotic- 
ally conceding all the points in dispute 
Throe thousand troops are concentrated at 
the Aoapuloo town, close to the Gautemalan 
line, and more aro massed at Comltan. 

Guatemala, Feb. 2 — lb Is safe to state 
now that tbero will be no collusion between 
the several Central American states agalnsb 
Mexico. Last Ootober a meeting was hold 
at whioh representatives wero preeenb from 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Salvador and Coata 
Rica, but no definite steps have been taken 
hero to formulate such an alliance. Over 
fifty arreita have been made within tho past 
few days of persona, among them, it is said, 
bolng military offioialB accused of conspiracy 
against tho govarnment. 

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 



Things Generally Look Better on the 
Belief In a New Treasury 
Loan. 



Failures Much Less Important Than 
Had Been Apprehended-Henry 
Clew's Opiniou. 



New York, Feb. 2. — R G. Dun & Co. 
say things look better near tho dose of this 
week, because ib is believed that a now loan 
will be negotiated. There was need for re- 
lief, since January oloaed with the heaviest 
exports. The failures during the month of 
January have been muoh loaa Important 
than were apprehended, and the aggregate 
liabilities for 24 days have been $10,685,000 
against $25,811,340 last yoar, only $2,479,- 
193 being of manufacturing oonoerns against 
$9,124,502 last year, and $8,165,267 of 
trading concerns againsb $14,758,263 last 
year. The very heavy decreaae, partlou 
larly in the manufacturing failures, will at 
tract attention. The failures for the past 
week have been 354 in the fj. S. against 
370 last year, and 54 in Canada against 52 
last yoar. 

Bradstreet'a say the uncertainty as to the 
outcome of the financial situation based up- 
on the rapid withdrawals of gold from the 
treasury has had a depressing offsot on gon- 
eral trade. In the provinoe of Ontario the 
snow blookadeB hive checked trade, and at 
Toronto the collections are slow but prices 
firm. Montreal reports a fair request for 
groceries, dry goods and hardware. The 
bank clearings at Winnipeg, Hamilton, To- 
ronto, Montreal and Halifax aggregate $18,- 
013,000 this week, a decrease of 2 5 per 
cent, from the preceding week, an increase 
of 7 por oent. compared with the same week 
a year ago. 

This was a day of waiting in Wall 
street, speculators not being desirous of any 
lines, pending news from Washington in 
the matter of a bond issue. Aasistant Sec- 
retary Curtis haa returned from Washing 
ton, bub up to the olose of the market had 
not put in an appearance at the sub-troaa 
ury, and officials thought the chances wero 
against his oomtng down town during the 
day. The Impreaaion on the streets is that 
he waB in consultation with the ropreeenta 
tlvos of the foreign bankers at one of the up 
town olubs. Little Information of a reliable 
oharaoter was, however, to hand, and apeou 
lation suffered in consequence. In the 
absence of definite news tome of the 
parties wero disposed to take profit j, 
and a rather irregular market resulted. 
There were aomo firm featurea, however, 
notably sugar and diatlllera. The total

Tho strong feaiuro of tho 
market lies in the faot that thoro aro eo fow 
weak holders, and that the owners of atock 
regard securities as intrinsically choap at 
current quotations and therolore will not 
aell oxcept at an advance upon proBent 
prices. This country muat recognize gold 
as does Epgland, Franco, Gormany, AuBtria 
and Russia as tho monoy standard, and 
should put tho word gold in future 
bond oontractB by logialativo enactment. 
Thoro is vory clear evidenco of 
progress in tho public comprehension 
of tho naturo of our financial difficulties. 
It ia aoon that tho bank ourrenoy quoation is 
only indirectly oonueotod with tho Troosury 
question • and that tho Treasury question 
has two distinct branchoa, one relating to 
deficiencies of revenue, and the other to tho 
rotentlon of gold in tho Treasury, each of 
which rtquiroo distinct methods of adjust- 
ment. The gold resorvo ia tho moat acute 
disease and will perhaps provo tho latest to 
yiold to troatment. It cannot bo finally 
remedied until tho banks feel at liberty to 
roaumo their former methods of paying out 
gold, and thoro arc reaeona to hope that 
Homo moans may bo ultimately deviaod by 
which tho obstacles at this point can be 
overcome. Light is dawning ; and tho way 
out of our on.b>rai!un)(nts is boooming daily 
more visible

Bedlam Temporarily Let Loose -One 
Blow Struck But No 
Blood Shed. 



Washington, Feb. 2.— A soone of the 
■wildest and most intenae oxoltement oc- 
curred in the houBe yesterday growing out 
of a personal difficulty between Representa- 
tive Breokinridge of Kentucky and Repre- 
sentative Heard of Miaaouri. One blow waa 
atraok, when frionda interpoBed, and the 
Borgeant-at-arms arrested the two offenders 
and brought them to the bar of the honeo, 
whero Breokinridgo, in thecomas of an ex- 
planation, practically ohallengod Hoard and 
demandod personal HatiBfaotion. 

Hoard, who is in oharge of tho Diatriot of 
Columbia buaineas, out off Breckinridge, 
who was attempting to addreBS tho house on 
the Hawaiian reaolution, by domanding the 
previous quoation on the adoption of the 
reaolution. Breckinridge immediately 
moved around from the Bide of the aialo in 
which ho waB standing to the centre of the 
Beats whero Heard waa located, and hot 
words followed. Breckinridge proteated 
against what he callod Heard's rudeness. 
(The latter dsolared ho waa only doing hia 
duty. As tho voices tobo, membors rushed 
thither. 

" Importinont puppy," shouted Breokin- 
ridgo. 

" Liar," hiaaed baok Hoard. 
At this word tho white-haired Breckin- 
ridge, who is a heavily built, etooky man,' 
put hia foot on the step on whloh tho 
benohea are locatod and let drivo a right- 
band blow at Heard. Hoard, who ia Blight 
and apparently not atrong, bub a rather tall 
man, with brown beard stroaked with gray, 
dodged. In an in8tont a dozen hands were 
extendod to separate tho mon, and tho mem- 
bers swept them twenty foet apart. But 
Brocklnridge oontinued to struggle and j 
wrestle with his captors, 

Tho houBO and galleries were in on up 
roar. Bodlam had broken looae. Over it 
all the cracks of tho speaker's gavel Bounded 
bb he attempted to quell the riot on the 
floor. In firm toneB the speaker dirooted 
the sergoant-at-arms to arrest tho offenders. 
Col. Iko Hill, tho deputy, and his assistant, 
Mr. Robinaon, grabbed the silver mnco, the 
emblem of tho house authority, and ruahed 
up the aisle. It was crowded with a seeth- 
ing maaa of membera. When they had el- 
bowed their way to tho scene of combat, 
Breckinridge waa still struggling with those 
who held him. His antagonist, Hoard, 
stood calmly in his place. Misunderstand- 
ing Pence's attempt to quiet Breckinridge, 
who was trombling liko an aspen with over- 
wrought excitement, Col. Hill and his as- 
sistant seized both Brcckiiiridgo and Pence. 
"Not Pence," shouted a dizin membera, 
" Heard." Heard was pusoed into tho 
hands of the deputy Borgeantat-arms. As 
the two men came together Breokinridge 
made a desperate effort to free himaelf. 

" You are a coward and acoundrol," he 
yelled at Heard, but tho stalwart Robinaon 
roughly pulled Breokinridge forward, and 
the two repreaentativeB of tho American 
people were hurtled, rather than eacorted, 
to the bar of the house. Tho apeaker 
ordered all to take their seats. Many of 
the membera did bo reluotantly. 

" Take it back," shouted Breckinridge, as 
he glared at Heard, who stood, himcolf In 
custody, before the bar. 

" You called me an impertinent puppy," 
answered Heard. 

Meantime the epoakor waa driving the ox- 
cited and frantio members baak with heavy 
blows of tho gavel upon hia desk. Breckin- 
ridge waa appealing for recognition, but tho 
speaker would not hear him. 

Apologiea having beon offered on both 
Bides and explanations made, the wordy 
combat ended, and no motion for reprimand 
being offered business was proceeded with. 



FIRE IN A HOSPITAL. 

A Faithful Nurse Who Losea Her Life in the 
Defence of Others. 

Cleveland, Fob. 2 —The Deaooness' 
home on Jennings avenue waa burned yes- 
terday and four persona periBhed. Tho fire 
started in the baBomont, presumably from 
the furnace. The buildiDg was a wooden 
structure, three Btories high. In an in< 
credibly Bhort time thoro waa little left of 
the building but a few parte of the aide 
walla. The flimus had gained considerable 
headway before the persons located on the 
top floor discovered their perilous position. 
It was then too late to descend by the 
stairs, ai>d those on that floor gave up their 
lives. 

Before tho fire dopai tmont had arrivod, 
and before tho flames had reached the out- 
Bide of tho building, Miunio Baumcr, one of 
the nurses, appeared at an upper window 
and implored those below to assist her in 
getting out her pationt, William Allmeyor. 
All saw it would be folly to attempt to enter 
the building, which waa now burning 
fiercely. "Jump to tho porch and save 
yourself," they cried. " I can't leave my 
pationt," waa tho reply of tho brave woman 
aa sho turned to look luck into the room to 
quiottho foars of AllmoyBr, who thought 
Bho wae going to leavo him. For a moment 
tho nurse stood looking down into tho orowd 
bolow hor, and tho sense of duty triumphed 
over hor desiro to bo saved. Tho smoke waa 

Eouring from tho windows about her, while 
or startled faco appeared as a picture in a 
frame of darkest obony. Sho returned into 
the room and was soon no moro until hor 
blackened form waa carriod tenderly from 
the building shortly afterward. 

Aroused by tho smoke, James Khrot, one 
of tbo patients, groped his way to tho side 
window on tho seoond floor and wavod hia 
hand to thoso outside His signal waa aeon 
and two mon aecurod ladders and placed 
thorn to tho windows. Ehrot started to 
climb down, but loat his hold and waa 
caught by those bolow. Four mon were 
taken from tho burniog building, One waa 
caught in a blanket. Tho four corpsoa wero 
taken from tho building before they had 
been consumod by tho flro. Jacob Krause 
wos found at tho foot of tho Btairs leading 
to .the third floor. Ho had been suffbriog 
from a fraotured ekull, and wa8 suffocated. 
Win. Allmoyor waa 8ullering from a brnkeu 
hip, aod was also sutTocatod. Mirn'o Bin- 
mar, tho nurse who had remained to guard 
him, waa found torribly burned at tho foot 
of tho bed. In an adjoining room was 
found tho body of Walter Clark. Tho four 
bodies woro placed iu a dead wagon and 
taken to tho morgue.

"THE GLAD TIDINGS." 

Return of the Missionary Schooner from the 
Northwest-News by the Way- 
Fatal Accident. 

Rev. Mr. Pieroe, the Methodist misaion 
ary who accompanies the Gospel schooner 
Glad Tidinga on her trips up and down the 
coast, reports that on the rooont orulse from 
Port Simpson, which wsb loft on January 
7, 36 different religious services wore held 
on shore, the natives professing anxiety to 
hear more about tho glad tidings, which 
some 2.000 of them heard through addreaaea, 
aided by magic lantern illustrations. Mr. 
Piorco Bays that there is, within 300 miles 
of Victoria, a wonderful field for homo mis- 
sionary work, the expenditures upon whioh 
would be far better repaid than aro the 
thousands of dollars annually disposed of in 
China and Japan. In many of tho villagea 
potlaohea were being hold, upon one 
of whioh two young ohlefa Bpent over 
$5,000. In another Mr. Pieroe waa invited 
to the marriage of a chief, whioh was attend- 
ed by the accustomed Indian performances, 
among them a friendly aham-fight conducted 
on the principle that the more blood there 
was shod the longer the marriage would 
stand and the happier tho parties would bo. 
Blood flowed freely, stioks and stones being 
liberally used to Becure tho desired resulte. 

At one of tho villagea only six persona at- 
tended the services, tho rest of the men, wo- 
men and children being on a protraoted 
apreo at the cost of $(i a bottle for whiskey. 
The party on board tho Glad Tidinga were 
hoartily welcomed by Rev. Mr. Swartout, 
tho Presbyterian missionary at Uoulet. No 
apooiai sioknesa was reported among the In- 
dians, whose health ia good. Tho sohooner 
Ib hero to tako on supplies and will remain 
for about a week, during whloh it is proba- 
ble that the missionary will deliver ono or 
moro lectureB. 

Capt. Hackott of the Bchoonor Annie C. 
Mcoro is putting up a Btoro at Ahousot, 
whore, according to a lottor brought down 
by the schooner, a shooting accident oc- 
curred on the night of the 2-lth. Two In- 
dians, half brothers, named Jack and 
Quafot, went door hunting. They separated 
and Jack mistaking his brother for a doer, 
sent a ball through hia head, instantly kill- 
ing him. Tho soaliDg Bohoonera Annio C. 
Moora, Oacar and Hattio and C. D. Rand 
are at Ahouaeb aeoklng hunters, who are 
holding their accustomed jubilationa before 
atartlug on their journey. Tho Triumph 
and Sapphire reaohed Clayoquot on tho 2(kh 
and are on the beach being oteanod.

A DEMORALISED PARTY. 

It is evidont that the Irish Homo Kule 
party ^is greatly demoralised. It has lost 
much of its presttgo and it cannot expect to 
exercise aa much influence in British politics 
as it has done hitherto. Harold Fredoria, 
the able and well-informod correspondent of 
the Now York Times, whose sympathies 
have been with tho Home Rulors, in a late 
letter speaks of them in a very disparaging 
way. Ho aays : 

It ia quite characteristic of the ompty 
and fatuous creatures who have brought tho 
Irish cause and the Irish party into hope- 
lessness and contempt that just at thiB most 
critical of times thoy should provide the 
Tory-Unionist party with unoxpeoted am- 
munition for a new und apparently most im- 
portant attack upon the Gladstonian- Irish 
alliance. Between a muddling old Bimpleton 
hero named J. F. X. O'Brien, whom tho Dil- 
lon-O'Brionoliquo madetreaBurerof thopurty 
for reasons not pleasant to dwell upon, and 
that preposterous Canadian importation 
Blako, tho Government has boon placed in 
tho position of having to meet at tho very 
outset of tho Bession a big Irish money 
scandal. Blake's revelation before a public 
mooting in Now York, printed In Tho Home 
Rulo Bulletin, that Lord Tweedmouth 
privately offered him $10,000 as a subscrip- 
tion to the Irish Parliamentary Party Fund, 
whioh tho party declined, might by itself 
havo escaped notico. J. F. Xavier O'Brien's 
asinine declaration at a London meeting 
that Lord Tweedmouth's check waa accepted 
on tho understanding that it would bo ap- 
plied inBtoad to the Kviotod Tenants' Fund, 
whioh, of coutBe, meant liborating that 
amount of tho party's money for party pur- 
poBes, did not oscape attention. It 
directed, instead, a thousand hostile 
eyes to Blake's remark in confirma- 
tion of at leant the oiler, and it is 
now admitted that tho money was accepted 
for tho Evicted Tonanta' Fund and thus 
used. Tho Houao of Commons, at its last 
sesBion, censured tho London Times for 
hinting that tho Irish party took money 
from its British alliea. A motion of privi- 
logo will now ho nimdo, tho moment the do- 
bato on tho address from tho throne is end- 
ed, to rescind that censure. When it is re- 
membered that at the time of tho offer Lord 
Tweedmouth waa a Commoner and Chief 
Patronage Secretary to tho Troasuiy in tho 
Liberal Ministry, somo notion of the dirnon 
sions of this scandal may bo gathered. 
Naturally, tho KngliBh Liberals aro furious 
over tho prospect of having to defend it, 
thoy Bay that it was bad onough to havo tho 
managers of tho Irish par'y taking money 
frjm tho English whip, but that they should 
go blab about it afterward is too sickening 
for words. 

By tho way in whioh tho Times corre- 
spondent Bpouus of tho Hon. Edward Blako 
wo aro forced to concludo that his caroor as 
a politician in Great Britain has been tho 
reverse of successful. Harold Frederio 
would hardly vonturo to opoak of Mr. 
Blako in the contemptuous way in which ho 
doos if that gentleman ntood high in tho 
estimation of tho Liboral party or of tho 
British public. Tho Bpecial correspondent 
is quick to discern how a public man ia 
rogardod by his party and by politicians 
gonorally, and it ia pretty aafo to judge 
of the placo which any particular party 
man occupies in tho publio esteem 
by tho way ho ia mentioned in tho oorro- 
Bpondout'a lottera. Mr. Frodorio would 
cortolnly not spoak as slightingly of a 
man who was highly valued by tho party to 
which ho belongs as ho doca of Mr. Blako. 
It ia quite poaaiblo that it ia not Mr. Blako's 
faults, but his virtues, that cauBO him to bo 
lightly OBtoomcd by tho Homo Kulora. Mr. 
Blako was uovor popular in political clroloa 



NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Thero ia some talk of Nowfoun Hand be- 
coming a Provinco of this Dominion of 
Canada. We cannot see that there is much 
ground for such talk. The people of that 
Colony have never evinood any desiro to be- 
como united with Canada, and tho Canadians 
havo not sought to doprivo tho Newfound- 
landers of their independence. They might 
oujoy it forovor for all that tho peoplo of 
Canada seem to caro. 

There uro good grounds for this indiffer- 
ence. The Newfoundlanders are dooply in 
debt. Thoy owo some oightoen millions 
of dollars, and it is not likely 
that whon once freo trade with tho Dominion 
waa established Newfoundland would yield 
a largo rovonue in proportion to its popula- 
tion and its wants. Besides, Newfoundland 
has an unsettled national quootion which 
the Dominion would havo to tako ovoi with 
tho Provinco. Tho French have claims on 
the north shore of Newfoundland guaranteed 
to thorn by treaty which appear vory diffi- 
cult to dotino. Tho French huvo for a long 
time been claiming a groat doal moro than 
the Newfoundlanders bolieve thoy have a 
right to uudor the treaty. This north shore 
question has boon a cunstant cause 
of disagreement and a eourco of annoyance. 
If Newfoundland wore part of tho Dominion 
its inhabitants would uo doubt demand that 
a otop bo put to the oucroaohmontB of 
tho French, und this would without doubt 
load in time to complications in whioh tho 
whole Dominion might bo involved. The 
Fronch aro "ery tenaoious of what they bo- 
lieve, or affect to believe, their rights, and 
the dispute with them may any day become 
soriouB. Tho Dominion Govornmont has 
difficulties enough on its hands already, and 
it might not be wise In it to humper itself 
with anothor and an apparently formidable 
one. 

The Newfoundlanders aro at preeoot^in an 
oxceediDgly unsettled condition. The busi- 
ness of the Colony ie all sixoa and sevens and 
the political difforenoeB of the people are 
vory wide and their political contoats ex- 
ceedingly bittor. When all theso things 
aro considered the probability ia that New- 
foundland if it wero joined to the Dominion 
would be a very troublesome and a very ex- 
pensive member of tho Confederation. 

It is said that tho present Government 
aro not by any [means deairoua of taking 
Nowfoundlund into tho Dominion. In that, 
wo believe, they aro wise. Tho Newfound- 
landers had bettor bo loft to themaelvos for 
awhile. Whon they feel lonesome they will 
aak to be allowed to ontor the Union. It 
will then be time enough to talk about lot 
ting them in. 



SMALL CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

The condition of the finances of the 
United Stateu ia causing a good doal of un- 
easiness not only in that country but in 
Canada. Intelligent Canadi ua know that 
if there is a panic in the States, followod aa 
it would certainly be by a period of depres- 
sion, tho consequoncea would be felt in 
Canada. Our trade would not bo as greatly 
injured as that oi the States, because our 
ourrency is on a sound basis, but that wo 
would feel tho shock and feel it soriouBly 
there can bo no doubt. 

But aro tho dismal forobodinge of tho 
Amorioan pessimists warranted t Gold ia 
leaving tho States, it ia truo, at a rapid 
rato, and tho revouuo is not large enough to 
moet all tho demands on tho Govornmont. 
But the United States is not a poor country. 
It is on tho contrury enormously rich. It 
is, no dtubt, weallhior now than over it 
was. So rich a country as it ia cannot bo 
soriously damaged by a temporary scarcity 
of ready money. It ia good for a hundred 
times ao much money aa ia required to meet 
its present neceaaitles. What ia wanted 
just now ia monoy enough to keop 
tho oountry going until tho revenue 
can bo adjusted. There is at tho houd of 
tho American Govornmont a courageous, 
lovol-hoadod man, who loves his country and 
whoso sense of duty ia uncommonly high. 
If President Cleveland fails to prevail upon 
Congrosa to do what ia necessary to keep up 
tho credit of the country ho may be depend- 
ed upon to exercise tho powor ho possesses 
n such a way aa to prevent a aorioua crieia. 
Ho has done Hub beforo and ho will do it 
again. Tho vory circumstance that he ia at 
tho holm gives thu moneyed mon of the 
country confidence, and prevents them losing 
hourt. Thoy know that ho will not fail 
them in their d \y of nood, and it will bosotn 
that their confideuoo Is not misplac d.

NO CONVERTS MADE. 

Tho Canadian Journal of Commerce, pub 
lished in Montreal, did not form a vory high 
opinion of Mr. Laurior's Windsor Hall ora 
tion. ItB wornout platitudes and its thread 
baro arguments did not mako u vory deep 
impression on tho Liberals and certainly did 
not shake the faith of Conservatives in tho 
policy under whioh their city had grown 
and prospered. It says : 

It is not at all probable that any Con 
servative was led by them to chongo his 
opinions ; indeed some of those who had 
listened to tho speeches wero heard to re 
mark on the way out that they hud becomo 
stronger in their bolief than over, while it is 
not at all likely that any Liberal pro 
sent waa strengthened in his faith 
by tho arguments adduced. It was a mat 
ter of surprise to u fow in the audionco that 
the three or four thousand unemployed, 
who recently besieged tho city hall here, 
had not felt themselves posBoaaed of a mis 
eion in the promises und mmlo to strengthen 
tho ccoasion by an exhibition outduoru, but 
the infiuenco of tho authorities doubtleaa had 
its sway with this more or less indolent mu.1 
titude, some of whom it is known havo not 
turned up at places where thoy havo been 
offered einpioymont. Taking it for all in all, 
the impression made upon unbiased liatoners 
waa that the Govornmont baa no now urgu 
monta to combat, nor tho Opposition any 
new weapons to boaot of. 

The Journal thinkB that tho Liberals havo 
not boon fortunute in their loaders, und it 
bolievea that men prominent in tho Liberal 
rauka havo been too fond of looking to 
Washington for inspiration und instruction 
to dosorvo tho confidonco of tho loyul peoplo 
of Canada. What it Bays on theBo points 
ia wo think worth reproducing: 

If thero ie one thing for which tho Liberal 
Party has never boon distinguished in Cuu 
ada, it is in the eharaotor of its leaders. Tho 
want of magnetic iniluonoo over tho pooplo 
has always boon romarkod. A substratum 
of suspicion has boou genorally attached to 
evory movement of theiis, especially in their 
occasional (lining with the neighboring ro 
public, and though Flirtation huB boon aptly 
definod as "Attention without lutention,'' 
our pooplo uro too loyal in Canada to tolorute 
oven the aombluneo of anything savoring of 
u prospoctivo chaugo in our political rolu 
tions to tho Mother Country. Tho ondorso 
meat of the presont party in powor in all tho 
groat influential clrolea of Great Britain, 
and especially by thoso in high Btatiou, oven 
royalty itself, is a Hrout tower of strongth 
for tho Conservative party, and in the 
absonco of masterful loaders on tho other 
side, it is not at all within tho reach of 
probability, that any politioal ohango will 
bo effected in tho government of tho country 
for Bomo years to como. A party, ono of

TAXATION. 

To tub Editor, : — 1. read with great in- 
teroat an admirable lotter In your paper of 
Sunday last upon Taxation, aigned by Mr. 
Howella. But the letter stopped shore just 
where I hoped It might go on. It wsb bo 
well and luoidly expreaaed, and bo logical 
in iti arguments, that I was all attention for 
a clear exposition of a single tax upon land 
values for tho Province of British Columbia, 
and how it would meeb the requirements of 
general expenditure. 

I certainly thick lb Is a subjeob which 
doaervea aerious consideration, because there 
are many thinking mon of considerable 
ability who boldly maintain that a single 
tax would undoubtedly meet oil the require- 
ments of publio expenditure, and would be 
tho only fair tax upon eociety. 

The avowed object of the single tax ad- 
vocaieu U to rsise all revenue by a tax upon 
land values, and that it shall bo bo imposed 
aa to reduce tho selling value of land to zero, 
so that for want of purohasors or holdors in 
foe simple it ahull paaa Into tho hands of the 
state, which would become tho landlord and 
would recelvo into tho publio rovenue a 
ront, or singlo tax, from tho land. 

What 1 am anxious to know la how this 
syatom could be applied to British Colum- 
bia, and whac tho effect of it would bo upon 
ronta ? 

The population of British Columbia, ex- 
cluding Indiana, who do not como into the 
quostion, may bo taken roughly at 65,000, 
and of these we may say that tho cities com- 
prise 44,000, making Victoria 18,000, Van- 
couver 10,000, and Now Westminster and 
Nanalmo each 5,000. 

This would give 44,000 as tho population 
of the oities and 21,000 for the rural dis 
trlota. 

According to statistics wo find that the 
revenue from all Bouroes whioh la required 
by tho provinco is as follows :

PUBLIC SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

To the Editor :— Tho rocont controvcrey 
upon the intorprotatlon of a religious mat- 
tor that a toaohor thought fit to placo bo- 
foro tho children, openB up for consideration 
tho proprioty of history boing taught at all 
in a system oonfinod to Bocular oduoatlon, 
moro eapoolally as the history of our oountry 
bristles with opochs pregnant with roligious 
contortion that if olucidatod may give 
oifenoo, and requiring if taught at all, " to 
bo takon up so tenderly," and touahod with 
■ uoh oaro, as nob to admit of ib boing effi- 
ciently dealb with. If thoro be any truth in 
this representation, would it not bo bettor 
that in tho future history should be loft out, 
and our publio school education bo limited 
to what in aommon parlanoo la oalled the 
" bhree Ra " ? 

Tho plain faob ia, that ib is only a matter 
of time, and that a short ono, beforo tho in- 
creasing oxponae of our public sohools will 
mako it imperative. Thoro la a very gon-

Taking Viotoria as an example wo find 
the valuo of real eatate estimati d for assess 
ment for property tax at $15,000,000. There 
fore on the single tax system this real eatate 
would have to be taxed annually to the tune 
of $1,082,420, or something over 10 por 
cent., Instead of half of 1 per cent, aa at 
preaenb. 

When we turn to tho rural districts wo 
find a population of 21,000, whioh has to 
give aa rents $1,522,910. 

If wo allow one-third of the population aa 
produoera, by delving in the land, lb ia a 
liberal eatimate and we know that, with 
mechanical help, one man can cultivate 
fifty aorea of land in the year, therefore if 
the rural population of 21,000 did its duty 
to society lb would cultivate annually 
350,000 acres of land, and this land would 
have to pay in renb to the atate $1,522,910, 
or about $4.35 per aero aa annual rent.

I may bo wrong in my figures, aa I have 
only gono into them approximately, but it 
seemB to me that $3 por acre would bo moro 
than farmers would fool inolined to pay for 
tho uso of their land ?

whou sho taught her first school. Twen- 
ty of the 03 pupils wero older than she 
and had proved too unruly for previous 
toachers to manage.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of the Re- 
ceipt of its Revenuo for tho Year 
1895. 

WnEREAB by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acta, overy municipality 
may unilor tho condition* contained thoroln, 
borrow from any person auch sum of monoy 
not oxecodieg, however, an cmount equal to 
sovcnty-flvo por cent, of tho amount of taxes 
colloctod during tho previous year (1801) of tho 
Bum that was levied that yoar by a gonoral 
rate upon land, improvements or real prop 
orty In tho municipality, and boarlng such rate 
of intoroat aa may bo requiBito, to moot tho 
current logal oxpondituro of tho Corporation, 
which bocomea pnyablo out of tho annual 
rovenuo boforo tho revonuo for tho year be 
comes payablo by tho tax payors; 

And whereas sovonty-flvo por cent, of tho 
amount of taxoa upon land, improvomonta or 
real property, collected during tho yoar 1891, of 
tho sum that was lovlod that year by a gonoral 
rato upon land, Improvements or roal property, 
was 8121,330.13 ; 

And whereas to moot the curront legal ox 
pondlturo of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Viotoria for tho year 183-3, payablo out of tho 
annual rovonuo, boforo Buoh rovonuo for such 
year becomes payablo by tho tax payors, It la 
requiUto for tho said Corporation co borrow 
tho sum of 3120.000 ; 

THEREFORE tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts aa 
follows : 

Soc. I. It shall bo lawful for the Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Commlttoo thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of tho said Corporation from any 
porson or persons, tlrm or firms, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willing to advanco 
tho samo, tho sum of $120,100, In such omounta 
and at Biich times aasubjoot aa hereinafter pro- 
vided tho samo may in tho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Committee of tho 
Council bo required, bearing intorost at a 
rato not exceeding ilvo per contum por annum. 

Soc. 2. Tho monoy so borrowod shall bo ox- 
pendod in defraying tho current legal oxpeneeB 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 18U5. and 
shall, together with tho lntorest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to tho lendor or londors 
thereof, on or boforo tho 3lHtday of Decombor, 
189a, out of tho municipal rovenuo for tho said 
yoar. 

8oo. 3. Tho amount so borrowod and lntorest 
thereon shall bo a liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion payablo out of tho municipal rovonuo for 
current yoar 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo givon as acknowledgment of such liability 
shall bo a promissory noto or notes to tho Baid 
londor or lendord aalho Bums may be required, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FlnanceCommtltco 
and tho Clork of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing I ho seal of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall ho mndo payablo on or bo- 
foro the 3lBt Decombor, 18'J5, and shall contain 
auso that tho liability of tho said Corpora- 
, incurred by said promissory noto or notes 
shall bo a liability payablo out of tho municipal 
rovenuo for tho curront year 1895. 

Sec. i. In tho construction of thia Bylaw tho 
expressions "Land" and " Improvomonts," 
and "Heal I'roporty," shall havo respectively 
tho moaning givon to them in tho Municipal 
Act, 1892, arid amondmonta thoroto. 

8oo. 5. Thia By law may bo citod as tho "An- 
nual Loau By-law. 1835."

Something About the Lute Dlrecter-ln>Clilef 
of New York'B Four Hundred. 

Ward McAllister waa a third-r&to Now 
York lawyor, of good family. Ho was pro- 
minent in eooloty, and made hlmBolf 
especially valuablo in the managomont of 
balls and dinnors, accepting fees for hia sor- 
vices. Ho sot himself up na an arbltor on 
(ireaa and otiquotto, and grow to bo looked 
upon with reverenoo by tho ariatocrata of 
Now York city, many of whom are poraona 
of no oulturo, ua 1b natural in an ariatooraoy 
baaod on woalth. McAlliator was hardly 
known until ho waa Intorviowod a dozon 
yeara oro by tho Now York World. Ho 
oonaontod to bo represented as Baying a 
great number of ridiouloua thinga ; among 
others, that Now York socioty included 
only four hundred peraona. Tho World 
mado groat fun of him ; turned Bill Nyo 
loose on him, arid let Bill call bim "a 
largo, mouBe. colored aaa " {printed carl- 
oaturea of him by MoDougall represent- 
ing him as having largo oars and as lead- 
ing a hord of 100 atupid-Iooking peraonB. 
MoAlliator was a thrifty man ; Iro turnod 
his fame to account, aa Bill Nyo did his 
bald hoad, and mado money out of It. Ho 
published a book, '," Sooioty as I Havo 
Found It," whioh had a largo Balo, and ho 
wrote a lettor each wook for tho Sunday 
World. For hia World lottora ho waa woll 
paid, and thoy gave him tho groator part of 
his income. Ho might havo boon compared 
to a circus clown who atuok hia painted faio 
through a hoop and grimaood to tho crowd. 



Ho was tho World's fool, and who mon road 
his lotters and woro amuBod by them. 
Onco Ward MuAllister announced that of 
the "four hundred" In socioty only 150 
woro on top, but this fell flit. The 400 
joko never lost its popularity. Songs woro 
written about it ; fiirno comedies put on tho 
stage, in whioh McAllister w»b oaricaturod. 
To th.'B day it is good alang to speak of 
"tho 400," moaning tho loodora of aocioty. 
Of lato years McAllister had fallon a little 
in tho roar as tho ruler i f sooioty. Owing 
to tho ridicule heaped i pon him, some of 
his former admirors we™ afraid to follow 
him too closely, lost thoy might aharo hia 
notoriety. 

Samuel Ward MoAlliator was born 64 
yoara ago in Savannah, Ga. Ho prided him- 
solf upon his Southorn birth and tho length 
of hia ancestry. Hia ancoatora woro groat 
loaders in tho timo of Washington. For 
eighteen years ho lived in Savannah. With 
hia Bovontoonth century ideas of social tx- 
ohisivcnoas, ho acquired tho knowledge and 
belief whioh eventually omtto ledthodooraof 
metropolitan aocioty. Loaving Savaunnh, 
ho settled in Newport, K. I , and mado tho 
fashionable popularity nt that place. Ho 
waa a loader of modish folk by na'uro and 
training. Ho waa graduated from Yalo and 
wont to San Francisco in tho fall of 1852 
Western life, which waa thon crude, did not 
Batisfy him, and after praotioing law with 
Hall McAllister, his brnthor, ho carno EaBt 
and married Miss Sura GibbonB, a lady of 
woalth and good position. Then it waa ho 
settled in Nowport Ho dressed quiolly, 
alwayu in dark clothes, invariably wearing a 
hugo hat ond cutaway coat and ovorgaitora 



in tho Btreet. Tlie;AHtorB,Chaudlisrs, Samuel 
Ward, Marion Crawford, Julia Ward Howe, 
tho Boaton Applotons and I'rincon, tho Pat- 
terson Bonapartes and tho Massachusetts 
l'arkera were all his relatives.

With bright winter weather and bright 
proapecta, Juneau has the world by the tail, 
and Is wagging tho industrial centres until a 
gonoral ruah ia mado for our growing trade. 

Wm. Ogilvio and party, Bent out by the 
Dominion government from Ottawa, are at 
present surveying the route via the Takou 
river and pass, and will return to Juneau in 
March or April in time to aend their roport 
back before work is resumed on tho bound- 
ary lino. 

Both tho Provincial and Dominion go? orn- 
ments of Canada havo beon taking aotive 
stopa of late towards porfooting plans look- 
ing to tho establishment of a route or road 
connecting tho seaboard with tho vast area 
in tho Northwest Territory whioh ombracos 
the northeastern part of the Yukon basin. 

Gus. (Jlaon, Jamea Curnow, Henry Jones 
and Con. Smith havo taken a contract from 
tho Nowell Gold Mining Company to extend 
a tunnel on tho Ground Hog mine 300 feet 
north of tho boarding houso. It is now in 
70 feet and will be pushed ahead until it 
taps a lodge of oro up tho hill. Tho anow 
is not deep in tho Haain, and has not drifted 
much, and tho snowfall is below tho average 
of other years up to date. 

Tho far-aeeiug merchants and buaineBB 
men of Juneau already roali/.a that Juuoau'a 
supremacy aa the metropolis, mining centre 
and principal trading mart of Alaaka, de- 
pends iu a groat uioasuro upon the estab- 
lishment of tho Takou route. So far the 
Canadian government aolely has ehown a dis- 
position to build a road by this route, and 
hence it is natural that tho people of Junoau 
»ro favorably diapoBed towards tho projact. 
If a route should bo constructed acroea the 
rango, via Chilkoot or White PaBa, there iB 
a great possibility of the steamers going di- 
rent to Dyea, and in that ovonc tho trade 
and travol would bo deflected from Junoau. 
Iu our diro extremity thia community haa 
to look to tho Canadian government for aid, 
a contingency which makes all American 
resident!] dissatisfied and ashamed of tho 
fact the government's indifference to its 
territory continues from year to year.

Tho tariff rato 
on freight from the Sound ports and San 
Francisco haa boen reduced 20 per cent, for 
these signing a contract to Bhip all their 
freight over the lino. Boaidea thia thore is 
a rebate of a certain por coct. regulated by 
the amount of freight shipped during a year. 
Tho loweat robato ia 7 per cent, for $250 of 
freight for a year, or $02 50 or over for tho 
quarter ; and tho highest 20 per cent, for 
$G,000 or over of freight for a year, or 
$1,500 for the quarter. Tho rata inereaBoa per 
centum proportionately with the in- 
creased amount of freight ahipped. 
(From tho Alaska Searchlight.) 

That tho British (Canadian) government 
haa determined to do something in tho 
direotion of building a trail from tho coast 
to the hoadwaters of the Yukon river ia 
demonstrated by the surveying expedition 
which ia now pushing its way up the valley 
of tho Takou over the Chilkoot paaa, and 
that another trip will be made going in by 
the valley of tho Chilkat and returning over 
Moore's paaa or, aa it ia otherwiae known, 
the White paas. Tho Britiah government 
ovidontly intends to make itself familiar 
with each and all of them beforo any trail 
building ia undertaken. Could tho British 
government establish its claim to tho head- 
waters of Lynn Canal there ia little doubt 
bub that such a trail would atart from Chil- 
kat or Chilkoot, but in caae the United 
Statea maintains its poaaeaaion of this part 
of Alaska torritory tho Canadian govern- 
ment will doubtless favor tho Takou trail if 
tho aurvoy provea that it ia at all practicable. 
Ic ia very probable that a now town will 
apring up on Cinadian soil if a trail should 
bo built by them. There aro many reasons 
for such a conoiuaion ; auppose tho Takou 
should bo decided upon, vesaola could land 
freight and pasaengera at a point beyond tho 
boundary line, which they cinnot now ap 
proaoh within forty-five miles, thus saving 
time and expense for the minor ; British 
vosBels would do tho carrying trade and land 
British goods at a British custom houBo. 
Vhcro would be more sensible liquor regula- 
tiona and goods desirablo for tho interior 
trade could bo taken in without duty. It 
is only a question of a ehort time, if a good 
trail bo opened, when there rnuab be busi- 
ness enough to support a good sizad town. 
The merchants of Victoria understand thia 
mattor thoroughly, aa thoy have had years 
of experience with similar business enter- 
prises, and will urgo upon their legiBlaturo 
tho necessity of opening up the interior so 
that they may control its trado in supplies 
»nd transportation, receiving in return 
Yukon gold and tho furs of tho interior. 
No matter whero nor by whom tho trail is 
built, tho residenln of tho valley of the 
upn^r Yukon will bo matorially bonofited. 

Tho valley of tho Yukon may bo roached 
from Juneau by four different routes, cross- 
ing tho coast rango of mountains through as 
many passei — tho Dy<a or Chilkoot paES, 
tho Chilkat, Moore's or the White paaa, and 
Takou. Ab tho Chilkoob h tho only paaB 
uaed to any extont it ia this route tho miner 
will soloefc. From Junoau to tho summit of 
tho Chilkoot paaa ia a distanco of 115 miles. 
Small stoamora ply irregularly between hero 
and Dyoo, the hoad of navigation, 
a hundrod miloa north woat of Juneau. 
During tho oarly apiing theao boatB usually 
sail a day or two aftor tho arrival of tho 
mail bteamers from tho Sound. The trip in 
good weather is mado in twelve houra if 
thero ia no towing to bo done and tho regu- 
lar faro is ten dollars, each passenger 
furnishing hiB own blankets ond provisions. 
If tho party is a largo one with considorablo 
baggago a scow is loaded with the 
minors' out fits ; if tho tides are high 
tho boat sometimes goos over tho bar at 
tho hoad of Douglas island thus aaving 
nearly twonty miloa of travol besides avoid- 
ing tho rough wateraof tho Takou If tho 
tides aro not high tho bcow may bo towed 
over tho bar by tho Iittlo tug Julia, and the 
stoambout will take its courao around tho 
lowor end of Douglas. In rounding tho 
point of tho island tho veeaol ia 
ofton eubjootod to tho fierco winda 
which Bwoop tho valley of tho Takou river. 
If thoro is a strong north or north- 
west wind, like a demon it comeB roaring 
out from tho Takou, laahing tho vvators into 
foam in Its rago and tossing volumes of 
spray oloar over tho top of Grand island. 
When tho atoamor htiB come around to the 



hoad of the island it takoB tho bcow in tow 
und in about twenty hours from the timo of 
leaving it enters tho mouth of the Dyoa 
river near Chilkoot, tho salt water journey 
is ended. 



BROOKLYN'S STRIKE. 

Withdrawal of Tmopb Followed by a Series 
of Petty Assaults and Attacks 
on Cars. 

Brooklyn, Fob. 2. —The withdrawal of 
all tho Boldiers lasb night was succeeded by 
a series of potty assaults and attacks on 
cars. A fow soalps were out, ono nose was 
broken and a largo number of car windows 
were amaahed. There ia no truth of tho 
report of a man's death In East Now York 
laat night. No wires were out last night. 

Preaidenb Norton and Supt. Qulnn of tho 
Atlantic avonuo trolley road, woro held on 
bail for violating the ton hour law. 

At tho strikers headquartera to-night 
Master Workman Connolly atill insisted 
that tho mon who loft tho employ of tho 
various railrood companies nearly four weeks 
ago still havo a chance of being re instated. 
Policeman Farley, on deity on a car of tho 
Meeker avonuo line of tho Brooklyn Heights 
railway waa thrown to iho street to-night 
and received injuries whioh neceaaitated 
his removal to tho St. Catherines hospital. 

Tho friends of Henry Aherns, who was 
shot by the militiamon aovoral daya ago and 
rccoivod injuries from whioh ho died, aro 
aboub to ootnmenco uotion againBD the oity of 
Brooklyn and Muyor Schieren for damages. 

Thia aftornoon a car of tho croBa town 
lino was hold in Williamaburg by a orowd 
of 300 strikers, tho motorman and con- 
ductor being carried away by tho mob. 
Tho polioo woro unablo to copo with tho 
crowd until tho reaorvoa arrivod, when tho 
crowd dispersed.

Treasury Statement for Jaunary- 
(iold Reserve Slightly Increased— 
Shipments of Bullion. 



London, Feb. 2. — The Standard says : 
" A United Statea currency loan will not bo 
taken by tho publio horo and ought not to 
bo taken." 

Renewed representations in bohalf of tho 
United Statos government havo boen made 
to prominent London finanolora in effect 
that a bill would bo brought in for a satis- 
factory arrangement of the curroncy aa aoon 
aa possible aftor tho assembling of tho next 
congress. In tho meantime it was repre- 
sented that tho government could only issue 
4 por cent, bonda, of which a largo portion 
would bo taken in Now York. London 
firms havo promised to tako pirt of this 
issue, but their takings will bo much lesa in 
tho aggregate than thoso of tho United 
Statea. Tho London purchaats of these 
bonds, the agenta s*y, they expeob will 
amount to about $25,000 000. It is stated 
that the firms in London which havo agreod 
to take tho bonda uro tho Rothachilda, 
Morgans and Raphaels. 

Baron Rothechild is reported to havo aaid 
regarding hiB reported conneotion with the 
proposed American loan : " It ia untrue that 
any negotiationa aro pending with us. 
Neither haa tho houao of Rothschild any in- 
tention of taking tho wholo loan." 

New York, Fob. 2. —A total of $5,050,- 
000 of gold waa ordored yoaterday for ship- 
ment to Europe, but on the lowering of the 
ratoB for etorling exchango in the aftornoon 
$3,500,000 of tho ordera wcro cancelled. 

Washington Citv, Feb. 2 — A treaaury 
statement shows tho receipts from all sources 
during the month of January to have boen 
$27,804,399, and tho expenditures $34 532,- 
447, a deficit for the month of $6.719,4S1, 
and for tho fiscal year of $34,282,070. Tho 
soveral items of the receipts during January 
woro : Customa. $17,3(51,917 ; internal 
revenue, $9,031 903 ; miscellaneous, $1,407,- 
518. 

Tho official report from Assistant U. S. 
Treasurer Jor.ion, of Now York, showa that 
although $1,257,500 had been withdrawn 
from tho aub treasury yesterday, $1,800,000 
in gold coin had been roturned for curroncy, 
which was received with much satisfaction 
and aurpriso. It ia not known, however, 
whother thia deposit of gold ia tho fore- 
runner of othora in fulfilment of un ugree 
ment between tho bunkers and treasury offi- 
cials. It is believed in ootne circles that tho 
deposit was made in tho ordinary courso of 
businees for currency to ho shipped to 
Western corporations. By yesterday's 
transactions tho gold reserve wus slightly 
increased, standing at tho clouo of business 
at $42,860,020. 



WILL THERE BE WARS 

Mexico and Guatemala Want to Fight, But 
It Seems Scarcely Politic 
for Klther. 

Citv of Mexico, Fob. 2 —Tho tone ia 
calmer horo to-night, but tho position to 
atill whoily uncertain. It is genorally felt 
that (Juatomala is not financially able to puy 
a largo indemnity. Moreover, an agreement 
to puy an idemnity would ruin President 
BarrioB politiciily. Hence it in elsiineri 
that war must onauo unless Mox- 
ico foregooa a largo portion of her 
claim. Tho negotiationa havo reached the 
critical point, and a public declaration of 
Moxico'a intentiona is daily expected 
Meanwhile tho ministers horo aro still ailont 
and no two papers ogreo aa to the real 
poaition. Tho opinion among tho foreign 
diplomata, however, Inclines to tho belief 
that war will bo avoided. Tho San Salva- 
dorean minister, Jacinto Csstellanos, waa 
cordially recoived by tho Preaidont this 
morning. 

GERMANY'S SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

Tho U. 8. Tariff Policy Gives a Great Im- 
petus to the Business in tho 
Fatherland. 

BERLIN, Fob. 2.— Tho repeal of tho Amor- 
icm sug*r differential duty on importa from 
countries giving bounties has givon a groat 
impotus to tho German sugar business. 
Sugar company sharea roso quickly tho 
momont tho dociaion wua known. Proaidont 
Cievoland's message on tho financial situa- 
tion in the U. S. has beon printed ab length 
in moat of tho Gorman nowspapors and has 
olicitod much editorial commont. Tho 
Frankfurter Handel's /ioitung says that tho 
Rothsohilda of Vionna will auspond their 
Auatro-Hungarian ourronoy roforms until 
tho projoob of an Americin loan Bhall havo 
token definito form.
